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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 rejected under under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Maxwell (U.S. 
3,047,294). Maxwell teaches an air cushion having predetermined buoyancy, a 
supporting ring (15) connected to the top surface of the cushion, an upper ring (10) 
located above the lower ring, a jumping bed (14) stretched over the upper ring by a 
plurality of radially extending elements. Maxwell does not specifically teach the lower 
ring detachably removed, but does state that it may be connected by adhesive. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to provide an 
adhesive that allows for detachable relationship between the lower ring and cushion in 
order to facilitate easy removal. Referring to claims 2-3, the specific fastening means 
used is a matter of ordinary design choice absent criticality or unexpected results. 
Referring to claim 4-5, Maxwell teaches the claimed invention except for the use of 
springs. Maxwell teaches the use of elastic shock cords, however, the use of springs is 
notoriously old and well known in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of invention to substitute coil springs for the elastic shock cord 
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taught by Maxwell, as an alternative resilient fastening member connecting the upper 
ring to the jumping bed surface under tension. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maxwell 
as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Pettit et al. (U.S. 4,284,271). 
Maxwell teaches the claimed invention except for a protective covering to cover a top of 
the supporting ring and elastic elements. Pettit teaches the desirability of providing a 
protective covering. It would have been obvious in view of the teachings of Pettit to 
provide a protective cover over the top of the supporting ring and elastic elements of 
Maxwell in order to reduce the risk of injury to a user.
